No. 28 — In exercise of the powers conferred by section 
60 of the Damodar Valley Corporation Act, 1948 (14 of 
1948), the Corporation hereby makes, with the previous 
sanction of the Central Government, the following amend- 
ments to the Damodar Valley Corporation Service Regula- 
tions published under the Damodar Valley Corporation 
Notification No. 5, dated the 28th January 1957, in the 
Gazette of India dated the 9th February 1957, namely; — 

In the said regulations— 

(1) for regulation 10, the following regulation shall be 
substituted, namely: — 

“10, (1) Appointments to posts in Class III Service 
may be made by the Head of the office con- 
cerned. 

(2) Subject tg any directions issued by the Corpora- 
tion, appointments to posts in other Services may 
be made by the Corporation on the recommenda- 
tion of a Selection Board constituted under 
clause (3). 

(3) The Corporation shall constitute a Selection 
Board consisting of the General Manager or the 
Deputy General Manager, Director of Personnel 
and the Head of the Department concerned or 
his representative: 

Provided that where appointments are to be made to 
posts the maximum scale of pay of which exceeds 
R$. 800 per mensem, the Selection Board shall also 
consist of the Chairman or a member of the Cor- 
poration. 

(4) The Selection Board may call for the services of 
experts from within or outside the Corporation for 
advice on any particular appointment”. 

(2) in regulation 18, for the words “The Corporation”, the 
words 4 The appointing authority or the Corporation” shall 
be substituted; 

(3) in regulation 38. in clause (in), the words “or any 
other authority empowered by the Corporation in this 
behalf 7 shall be inserted at the end; 

(4) in regulation 89, for the words “All leave due and 
admissible will be sanctioned by the Corporation”, the 
words “All leave due and admissible will be sanctioned 
by the Corporation or any other authority empowered by 
the Corporation in this behalf” shall be substituted; 

(5) in the note to regulation 114, for the words “The 
Corporation may also sanction similar advances to their 
temporary employees 77 , the words “The Corporation or 
Head of Department may also sanction similar advances 
to temporary employees” shall b e substituted,

Committees, namely fifteen elected one each by 
the Branch Committees of the 15 States in India 
and one elected by the Branch Committees in the 
Union Territories in rotation in such order as the 
Managing Body may determine 77 .

shall be substituted by the word “two 17 .
